Anſwer. As for my accuſing Al- 
kalies as the Caule of all or moſt Dj/- 
tempers, I muſt confeſs it was a very - 
bold Undertaking, eſpecially when 
by ſo doing, I oppoſed ſuch Mulri- 
tudes of Great and Learned Men, who 
by very ſtrenuous and learned Argu- 


ments aſſerted the quite contrary ; 


whom [ could not ſuppoſe but that 


I ſhould greatly diſpleaſe, by dil- 


turbing them in the quiet poſlefſion 

of an Opinion that had long been em- 

braced by all ſorts of people. I'm 
B 2 ſelf, 


=. 
ſelf, as I elſewhere acknowledg, was 
formerly as great a Stickler for » the 
Uſe of Akalies in the Cure of Dy- 
eaſes, and did as little believe that 
they were the Cauſes of them, .as any 
one of my hotteſt Oppoſers now doth. 
The Methods by which I came to 
change my Sentiments I ſhall here 
faichfully relate to you. 

Whilſt I was fairly jogging on in 
the ordinary Method of Prattice, a 
certain Gentleman recommended to 
me a powerful Acid, which he told 
me I might rely upon in the Cure of 
ſome ſorts of Fevers. When I con- 
fidered the thing as an Exalted Acid, 
I could ſcarce give the leaſt Credit to 
what he (aid, thoat the ſame time I 
knew he had no defign to impoſe | 
upon me : however conſidering the | 
tacal Succeſs thar frequently atrended . 
the Vie of Alkalics and alrxipharmicks, 
(which however at that time I durſt 
n9t attribute to che Medicines, but the 

=  Maltgnity 
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Malignity of the Diſtempers) I was re- 
ſolved, upon the firſt poor Patient I 
had in a Fever, to try what © the 
forementioned Acid would do; and 
*after a Multitude of Irials, both upon 
Poor and Rich, I found 1 could by the 
means of my Acid cure moſt ſorts of 
 Fevers much more effectually and 
certainly than ever | before could by 
the means of Alkalies and: Alexiphar- 
micks. The Effects of this Meaicme, 
(which is a very cheap one, and 
known to every body ) back'd with 
ſome other Obſervations, put me upon 
thinking that Fevers and other Di/tem- - 
pers did not proceed from the Blood's 
abounding with Acid Particles, but on 
the contrary with Alkalious ones : for 
if it had abounded with Acids, the 
giving of more Acids muſt have aggra- 
vated the Symptoms, whereas on the 
contrary, I found by the means of 
my ſimple Acid (which however was 
communicated to me as the greateſt 
B 3 Secret )

Secret) I could take off the moſt 
dreadful Symptoms attending moſt Fe- 
vers with all the Eaſe imagina- 
ble. Upon which being greatly in 
love with Chymiſtry and Chymical Opera-+ 
tions , and having a convenient La- 
boratary, and all Neceſſaries at hand, I 
was reſolved to examin the Blood of 
Perſons in all Diſtempers as faſt as | could 
conveniently procure it, to ſee what 
Subſtances abounded ; and after a mul- 
titude of Experiments in moſt Caſes, I 
could never find any reaſon to charge 
Acids in any one. And that I ma 
not be defective in my. Duty to G 
friendly and ingenious an Objeftor, I 
ſhall here trouble you with ſome of 
my firſt Experiments.

Dram: I obtained from it nine Drams 
; of a clear Phlegmy Liquor a little im- 
| pregnated with Volatile Aikalious Salt, 
| which altho it was ſcarce manifeſt to 
| the Taſte, yetit might readily be diſ- 
| cerned by pouring a little of it upon 
| ſome good Syrup of Yulets, which it 
| preſently would turn green. Beſides

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which Phlegmy Liquor, I obtained five 
Drams ten Grains of a ſtrong Volatile 
Alkalious Spirit, as ſtrong as the Spirit 
of Harts-horn nſuall ly ſold in the Shops ;

of purulent Matter : He was worn a- 
way toa meer Skeleton, his Appetite 
quite gone, and fo ſhort-breathed, 
that he was not ableto walk art all : 
He ſweat much for the firſt part of 
the Night, and when the Sweats left 
him, he burnt prodigiouſly. Ic pro- 
duced one Ounce ſix Drams of Phlegm, 
gre Drams and a half of a ſtrong 
Alkaline Spirit, thirty five Grains of fe- 
tid Oil, and ſixty two Grains of Caput |
